The following is in regards to a protest that will cause traffic delays tomorrow morning 

In the Downtown Area from 6 AM to 9 AM 
and LAX from 10 AM until 1 PM . 

Downtown 

At approx 6 AM a group of approx 3-400 "fighting fro $15.00 per hour" will gather at the McDonald's on 7th and 
Alameda. Approx 50 of them will eventually sit in the intersection of 7th and Alameda until arrested as an act of Civil 
Disobedience. 


It will take approx 2 hours to get them out of the street and onto the jail bus. Streets will be re-opened as soon as 
possible. 

LAX 

At approx 10 AM . this same group will join several other groups and approx 4,000 persons will march and protest 
at LAX. This will cause significant delays around the airport.
